The organizational meeting of the University Senate was held on Friday, January 13, 
1961, Acting President Colclough presiding.

Pictures of the group assembled were taken prior to the opening of the meeting. 
Acting President Colclough read the roll of Senators as elected by the several 
faculties. (A copy of the membership is attached.) 

Senator Davison of the Law School, for the Temporary Organization Committee, moved 
the adoption of the Temporary By-Laws and Rules of Procedure for the Senate (copy 
attached), as required by Paragraph 3 of Part V of the University Organization 
Plan, (copy attached) The motion was seconded and discussion followed. 

Senator Tupper moved that paragraph I4. of the Temporary By-Laws be amended as 
follows: Delete the last sentence "Because of the delay in organization the 

regular January meeting in 1961 shall be held Thursday, January 19, 1961” and 
insert the following sentence, ("A meeting shall be held Thursday, January 19, 

I96I, for such purposes as have been found to be within the capabilities of the 
Executive Committee before that time." The amendment was seconded and following 
discussion, was adopted. The original question was then called and carried as 
amended. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that the meeting be adjourned not later than 
U:30 pm, to be reconvened at 2:00 pm on Thursday, January 19, 1961. 

Senator Gray moved the nomination of the following Senators for membership on the 
Senate Executive Committee:

The motion was seconded. There being no nominations from the floor, the question 
was called and the nominees elected unanimously. 

Senator Tupper was unanimously elected as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee.

It was moved and seconded that Item 5 without the second paragraph be adopted. 
Following discussion, the motion failed. 

Senator Weaver moved that the Executive Committee submit to the Senate a rule 
covering open meetings. The motion was seconded and following discussion was 
approved. 

On motion, seconded and carried. Items 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 of the Agenda were 
adopted. 

The Senate adjourned at U:19 pm until 2:00 pm, January 19, 1961.

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1) TEMPORARY BY-LAWS AND RULES OF PROCEDURE FOR THE SENATE, AS 

REQUIRED BY PARAGRAPH 3 OF PART V OF THE UNIVERSITY ORGANIZATION PLAN: 


1. The Senate shall observe the requirements of the University 
Organization Plan for the holding of meetings, voting and the determination 
of a quorum. 

2. Robert's Rules of Order shall govern decisions involving 
Parliamentary Procedure. 


3. The Senate shall have regularly stated meetings once each 
month in the Academic Year, October through May, making eight regula r 
meetings each year. 


U. The regularly stated meetings shall be held on the second 
Friday of each month starting at 2:00 p.m. Agenda and special proposals 
for action shall be made available in advance as required by the relevant 
section of the Faculty Organization Plan, Section h of Part III. Because

5. By-laws adopted at the first meeting and proposals for new 
by-laws may thereafter be amended or proposed upon the request of the 
Executive Committee of the Senate or on petition of twenty-five per cent 
of the elected members of the Senate. The proposals for amended or for 
additional by-laws shall be put in writing by the proponents and submitted 
to the Secretary of the Senate and made ava i lable in writing and distri- 
buted to all members of the Senate, elected and ex officio, at least seven 
days prior to the meeting at which they are to be taken up for action. 

The vote thereon shall be in accordance with the requirements for the 
exercise of power by the Senate. 

6. The business at each regular meeting of the Senate s hal l be 
conducted in the following order: 

a. Call to order 

b. Approval of the minutes of the previous meeting 

c. Report of the Executive Committee 

d. Special orders of the day 

e* Unfinished business 

f. Reports of committees 

g. Other new business 

h. Adjournment.

if. Selection of terms of two years and one year for the seven 
members of the Senate who have been elected for undetermined terms. 
According to Paragraph 2 of Part V of the Faculty Organization Plan, four 
of the seven representatives with undetermined terms shall be selected by 
lot for a one-year term. The remainder shall serve for two years. At 
the first meeting of the Senate these seven representatives shall draw 
seven folded slips of paper, four of which shall be marked for one year 
and three for two years. The Secretary of the Senate shall notify the 
President and the Faculty of the results of this determination.

5. Meetings of the Senate shall be closed, but the Executive 
Committee may invite non-Senate members to attend a specified meeting when 
the Committee determines their presence advantageous for Senate purposes. 

le Executive Committee will endeavor to give seven days notice of the 
presence of visitors to the other members of the Senate at the specified 
meeting .y 

This proposal for a by-law created a division in the Organi- 
zation Committee and is referred to the Senate for discussion. 


6. The Organization Committee proposes that appropriate office 
space be secured for the permanent use of the Executive Committee of the 
Senate and its Chairman. 


7. The Organization Committee also proposes that appropriate 
secretarial assistance be provided by the University for the Senate Commit- 
tees with suitable equipment included. 


8. The Executive Committee should be provided immediately with 
a list of all the full-time members of the University Faculties and Col- 
leges, with an indication of the rank and seniority of the faculty members, 
their addresses and telephones. This information is needed at once in 
order to appoint committees established by the Faculty Organization Plan. 

9. The Faculty Organization Plan as adopted by the Board of 
Trustees should be printed in a format similar to that of the University 
Faculty Code, for distribution as soon as possible to all existing and new 
full-time members of the Faculty. 


10. The Organization Committee proposes that appropriate consider- 
ation be given to a reduction in the teaching load of the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, and when appropriate to the reduction of teaching 
loads of other members of the Executive Committee or of the teaching loads 
of the chairmen of other committees .of the Senate.
